REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 26, 28 and 30 are allowed as amended in the previous office action mailed 
03/08/2004, over prior art of record that neither teaches nor fairly suggestive of an 
implantable cardio-stimulus electrode meeting the limitations of the instant claims by the 
applicants. 

The IDS submitted by the applicants was considered and no prior art that either teaches 
or fairly suggestive of the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants was found 
The closest prior art by Toree et al discloses an implantable ion selective electrode 
containing a disc of polyurethane coated with crosslinked layer of PEO placed inside the 
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body of an electrode containing an electrolyte solution. Toree et al do not either disclose 
or suggestive of the impedance of the ionically conductive polymer, that is the limitation 
of instant claims by the applicants. Although, the impedance of the ionically conductive 
polymer could have been inherent in Toree's system, such inherency could not be 
established with any degree of absolute certainty Prior art of record neither teaches nor 
fairly suggestive of an implantable cardiac stimulus electrode comprising a coating of an 
ionically conductive polymeric composition meeting the limitations of the instant claims 
by the applicants.
